Martha .Mitchell, wife of 
Atty. Gen. John Mitch- 
ell, said Monday. “The Viet- 
nam war stinks” and “if it 
weren’t for Fuibright we’d 
be out of it.” 

lilrs. Mitchell, who has 
feuded in the past with Sen. 
J. _ William Fuibright (D- 
Ark.) was asked what she 
thought the senator’s motive 
is. 

"He wants to promote 
himself,”, she said.. “The: war 
would have been over IS 
memos ago it it hadn’t been 
for Fuibright.” 

The Cabinet wife volun- 
teered her views on the war 
and the senator to reaerters 
on Air Force One while it 
was flying President Mixon, 
Attv. Gen. and Mrs. Mitchell 
and other officials back to 
Washington from the West- 
ern White House. 

Mrs. Mitchell came back 
to the press section of the 
aircraft, sat down and chat- 
ted, played a bit of gin 
rummy and bridge, and said 
niong the way there was 
something she would like to 
say. And she wanted news- 
men to take it down. 

An aide to the senator 
sasd Fuibright was vacation- 
ing and unavailable for com- 
ment 


“If we could stick ■; to- 
gether as we used to,” Mrs. 
Mitchell said, “we would 
have been out of the war a 
helluva long time ago. What 
we need is a united America 
. . . We have no reason to go 
to Paris and try to find a 
common ground when they 
realize over there we’re not 
in agreement.” 

This was a reference to 
the. Paris peace negotiations. 

Mrs. Mitchell said we 
snoulan’f .have gotten into 
the war in the first place. 

When asked whose fault it 
was that we got into the 
war. she replied: 

“The Mixon administra- 
tion is not at fault. The 
Mixon administration inher- 
ited it, and they’re trying 
their best to get out of the 
war.” 

When a reporter said 
Mixon had backed former 
President Lyndon 3. John- 
son's actions and decisions 
on the war, Mrs. Mitchell re- 
plied: 


the thing X feel most seri- 
ously about, is that if this , 
country were wise enough : 
to get together and feel we 
were a united country and 
not a divided country, this is - ! 
the most important thing in 
the. history of the country.” 

She added that she knows 
nothing about the statistics ; 
and the military background : 
of the war, but went on to 
say:. 

“But this is an unpopular f 
war, an extremely unpopu- [ 
lar war. But if somebody 
would only take a few 1 
months off in Congress and 1 
say let’s get together, this 
should not be a political op- \ 
eration — we need something 
that would bring us to- 
gether, not separate us.” 

When the attorney gen- 
eral later walked back to 
the press section, a reporter 
asked him if he would like 
to hear what his wife had to 
say. 

“Heavens no,” Mitchell re- 
plied. “I might jump out of
